I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  year  I968, 

This  Report  id.ll,  in  all  probability,  be  one  of  the  last 
submitted  by  a District  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Speculation  concerning  the  future  of  the  Health  Service  is  not 
yet  at  an  end,  and  although  the  first  Green  Paper  incurred  widespread 
criticism  for  its  proposed  large  areas  controlled  by  a single  Board, 
this  Green  Paper,  Mark  I,  served  its  intended  purpose  of  promoting 
debate, 

YiThat  has  transpired  is  that  there  is  considerable  support  for  a 
unified  Health  Service  under  a tv/o  tier  system  of  some  200  district 
committees  in  England  and  Wales,  based  on  one  or  more  district 
hospitals  v7ho  would  deal  vd.th  day  to  day  administration.  Above  them 
a second  tier  of  about  20  regional  authorities  to  deal  with  finance 
and  staffing,-  This  proposal  iiill  be  embodied  in  Green  Paper  Mark  II, 

The  British  Medical  Association  has  recorded  its  opposition  to 
the  transfer  of  the  administration  and  financing  of  this  unified 
service  to  Local  Authorities,  either  in  their  existing  or  any  modified 
form,  which  would  subject  the  Health  Services  "to  the  fluctuating  and 
conflicting  pressures  of  Local  Government."  Such  form  of  administration 
V7ould  leave  the  Health  Service  open  to.  competing  demands  for  finance 
\/ith,  for  example,  Highv/ays  or  any  grandiose  scheme  of  an  Education 
Committee,  and  the  capacity  of  Local  Authorities  to  raise  money  could 
lead  to  unequal  development  of  the  Health  Service  in  different  areas. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  Cromer  v/as  There 

v/ere  58  live  births  during  the  year,  and  in  that  period  there  v/ere 
104  deaths. 
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The  corrected  Birth  Sate  of  12.2  per  1,000  population  is  just 
over  70%  of  the  National  Rate,  and  is  the  louest  in  the  tovai  for 
many  years.

The  corrected  Death  Rate  of  9.3  per  1,000  population  is  a little 
below  the  national  rate.  As  in  previous  years  the  largest  number,  (53%) 
v;as  attributed  to  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulation. 


Infectious  Disease 


1968  was  a Hoasles  yeai-,  83  cases  being  notified.  The  Measles 
vaccine  v/as  not  available  in  sufficient  quantity  until  the  end  of  May, 
by  which  time  the  epidemic  had  reached  its  peak,  so  immunisation  could 
have  little  appreciable  effect,  Hov.ever,  it  vrill  be  of  interest  to 
assess  the  full  value  of  the  vaccine  in  1970.  As  Measles  tends  to 
have  a biennial  incidence,  there  probably  \/ould  be  comparatively  few 
cases  in  19^9,  even  if  the  vaccine  had  not  been  introduced. 

The  only  other  cases  of  notifiable  disease  reported  viore  tv/o 
cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  v/ere  notified,  which  in  a tovn  dependent 
to  a large  extent  on  its  catering  industry,  speaks  well  for  those 
concerned  with  the  handling  of  food. 

There  v^ere  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  year.  There 
are,  however,  still  29  knov;n  cases  of  the  disease  in  the  Urban  ai’ea.

The  follov/ing  data  relates  to  Norfolk  Ai’ea  2,  which  comprises  of 
Cromer  Urban  District,  Sheringham  Urban  District,  and  Erpingham  Rural 
District .

This  vaccine  is  offered  to  children  over  the  age  of  12  years  as 
a protection  against  Tuberculosis.

A positive  reaction  follov;ing  the  skin  test  may  indicate  the 
presence  of  Tuberculosis,  or  that  a patient  did,  at  some  time,  have 
this  disease.  The  reaction  may  also  be  positive  if,  at  sometime  in 
eixrlier  life,  the  patient  had  been  given  B.C.G-.  vaccine,  and  this 
was  the  case  in  one  of  the  school  children  v.iio  produced  a positive 
reaction.  In  neither  case  was  there  any  evidence  of  active  disease. 

This  vei^'  small  number  of  positive  reactions  is  an  encouraging 
result,  as  it  indicates  a continued  decline  in  the  incidence  of  this 
disease  in  this  area,  over  the  past  yeai^s. 

With  modern  treatment  methods,  the  fatality  rate  of  Tuberculosis 
has  been  low  for  many  years,  the  number  of  cases  which  did  continue  to 
arise  had  not  declined  at  anything  like  the  same  rate.

The  best  age  at  which  to  vaccinate  children  is  tov/ards  the  end  of 
the  first  year,  or  in  the  second  year  of  life,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
of  323  children  reaching  the  age  of  two  years  in  1968,  287  had  been 
protected,  i.e.  126  under  the  age  of  1 year*  being  vaccinated  in  1966, 
146  at  the  age  of  1 year  in  196?,  and  13  at  the  age  of  2 years  in  I968,

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By  the  end  of  19^8,  a total  of  351  children  born  in  1967,  bad 
received  the  primary  ooui^se  of  3 doses,  which  is  estimated  as  an 
almost  lOO^o  coverage  of  this  age  group.  113  children  born  in 
i960,  (36.35^0  of  that  age-group),  had  also  been  vaccinated  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  A high  protection  rate  has  been  maintained  for 
several  years,  it  being  nine  years  since  the  last  reported  case  of 
Poliomyelitis  in  the  area.

Diphtheria,  as  a result  of  v/ide spread  immunisation,  is  now 
almost  a disease  of  the  past,  but  there  has  not  been  the  same 
dramatic  reductions  in  the  nuiaber  of  cases  of  Pertussis,  (V/hooping 
Cough),  There  has  been  a marked  reduction  in  the  severity  of  this 
disease .

In  March,  1968,  the  Ministry  of  Health  approved  arrangements  for 
the  vaccination  of  susceptible  children  from  the  ages  of  1 to  13  years, 
(i.e.  those  not  already  protected  by  previous  vaccination  or  an  attack 
of  the  disease  itself).  Initially,  the  prograiiime  covered  children  in 
the  age-g3?oup  1-7  years,  it  being  extended  to  the  15  year-olds  later 
in  the  year.

To  the  members  of  the  Cromer  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  & Centlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  seventh  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1968,  on  matters  affecting  the  v/ell  being  and  public  health 
of  the  Community  v/hich  we  serve. 

Many  difficulties  arose  in  previous  years,  particularly  with 
regard  to  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  council  house  maintenance 
and  nev/  building,  fitting  in  of  all  the  necessary  public  health 
duties  and  inspections  of  food  promises,  factories,  shops,  etc.,  as 
required  by  recent  legislation,  but  this  situation  was  eased  somewhat 
with  the  employment  during  the  year  of  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Decisions  viill  have  to  be  taken  soon  with  regard  to  long 
term  policies  for  such  things  as  refuse  disposal,  public  convenienc.es, 
further  slum  clearance  schemes,  improvement  schemes,  etc. 

Again,  the  vexed  question  of  vandalism  kept  occurring  all  too 
often  throughout  the  year,  and  one  always  hopes  for  a lessening  of 
this  nuisance  and  needless  expense  to  the  ratepayers  as  educational 
standards  improve, 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr,  Cobb,  Chairman 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  the  members  of  that 
Committee,  Mr,  Young,  and  all "the  indoor  and  outdoor  staffs  for  all 
the  co-operation  and  help  I have  received  from  them  as  members  of 
the  Public  Health  team.

I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  current  year  a stai*t  was 
made  on  the  contract  for  5 houses  in  Northrepps  Road  and  3 bungalows 
in  Roughton  Road.  The  Council's  Architects,  Messrs.  J.  Owen  Bond  & 

Son,  Norwich,  together  with  Council  Staff,  had  negotiations  with  the 
Ministry  regarding  a further  development  at  the  West  end  of  Lynev/ood 
Road.  As  the  Architect  v/as  having  difficulty  to  bring  the  cost  of 
these  houses  \/ithin  the  approved  yardstick,  it  was  thought  prudent 
to  commence  the  tv/o  smaller  contracts,  leaving  Lynewood  Road  until 
the  follov;ing  year,  when  it  was  hoped  all  foraalities  could  be  solved. 

/ • 

Council  House  maintenance  continued,  and  towards  the  middle  of 
the  year  a separate  Maintenance  Foreman  was  established.  Mr.  C, 
Shepherd  was  appointed  as  Maintenance  Foreman,  to  have  a direct 
responsibility  over  this  Section.  A full  programme  of  Council  Hous^ 
painting  v;as  carried  out,  this  being  the  3rd  year  in  the  3 year 
programme  agreed  by  the  Council. 
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It  was  considered  that  the  only  way  to  deal  with  certain  unfit 
properties  in  the  town  was  to  represent  them  as  unfit,  and  make  the 
necessary  Cleansing  and  Demolition  Orders,  The  property  in  Jetty 
Street,  and  6 cottages  on  the  High  Station  site  v/ere  dealt  with  in 
this  manner,  and  also  a Cleansing  Order  was  made  on  one  property  in 
Hartington  Road,  This  is  a sound  means  of  preventing  substandard 
property  from  being  used  as  a stepping-stone  into  a Council  House, 

COMMON  LQDCINC  HOUSES 

Referring  to  P^iragraph  6 of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/68,

All  sites  are  conducted  satisfactorily,  <and  the  owners  are  always 
v;illing  to  co-operate  as  much  as  possible, 

SgjyACE  SmAQrE  DISPOSAL 

Concern  v/as  felt  during  the  year  about  the  overloading  of  the 
surface  water  sewer.  This  results  in  flooding  in  Station  Road,  and 
at  the  bottom  of  Cliff  Avenue,  The  County  Public  Health  Engineer  ha.s 
been  consulted  on  this  matter,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a report  will  be 
available  for  consideration  in  the  near  future. 

The  Settlement  Tanks  below  the  Promenade  were  cleaned  out  and 
thoroughly  inspected,  and  slight  repairs  v/ere  deemed  to  be  necessary. 

The  sewer  out-fall  situated  under  the -Pier  again  proved  troublesome," 
and  repairs  were  effected  by  local  Contractors, 

STREET  CLEANSING- 

YUiilst  the  scavanging  of  roads  continued  throughout  the  year,  it 
v/as  felt  that,  with  the  increasing  amount  of  roads  being  taken  over  by 
the  Urban  District,  the  additional  amount  of  litter  being  distributed 
by  the  public,  and  the  ever-increasing  cost  of  labour,  it  v/ould  bo 
prudent  for  the  Urban  District  to  consider  mechanised  Road  Sv/eeping. 

Many  machines  have  been  considered,  but  to  date  none  have  been  found 
satisfactory  to  meet  our  requirements.  This  groundwork,  however, 
should  prove  invaluable  in  reaching  a decision  for  next  year, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection  continued  on  a satisfactory  basis  throughout 
the  year,  the  large  Dennis  Paxit  IIA  Refuse  Collection  vehicle  being 
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operational  during  the  whole  of  the  period.  The  small  carrier  vehicle 
7/as  used  full  time  d’uring  the  Summer  months  only,  and  part  time  during 
the  rest  of  the  period.  The  Refuse  Crews  co-operated  v/ell,  and 
accepted  recommendations  and  suggestions  for  improving  their  efficiency. 
The  number  of  complaints  received  regarding  this  service  were  very, 
small,  which  is  an  indication  of  satisfaction  by  the  ratepayers. 

gJBFUSE  DISPOSJX 

An  arrangement  v/as  entered  into  with  a local  Contractor  to  visit 
the  Tip  daily.  Under  considerable  supervision  the  overfall  plan  of 
the  Tip  was  changed,  v/hich  proved  quite  successful.  Complaints  wore 
only  received  on  two  or  threo  occasions,  and  these  only  after  periods 
of  extreme  storm.  If  this  aiTangement  continues,  a minimum  of  nuisance 
should  be  caused  to  the  surrounding  neighbourhood. 

^ATiilst  it  is  appreciated  the  present  control  Tip  Las  only  a limited 
life,  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  finding  a small  enough  plant 
\/hioh  could  efficiently  deal  7/ith  the  town’s  refuse.’  It  would  appear 
that  a more  satisfactory  system  would  be  for  two  or  three  Authorities, 
i.e.  Cromer,  Erpingham  and  Shoringham,  to  amalganiate  to  form  a joint 
Refuse  Board.  This  would  enable  a more  sophisticated  type  of  plant  to 
be  installed  v/hioh  would  prove  more  economical  to  operate, 

PUBLIC  COMMIENCES 

During  the  year  alterations  v/ere  made  to  the  Gentleman’s  Toilet 
at  the  Melbourne.  Whilst  this  did  a lot  to  alleviate  many  of  the 
complaints,  it  was  only  by  wa.y  of  first-aid  treatment.  Necessary 
repairs  7/ere  carried  out  to  the  remaining  conveniences,  which  remained 
functional  during  the  Season.  It  was  decided,  as  a result  of  a close 
inspection,  to  carry  out  an  extensive  re-decorating  programme  to  the 
Public  Conveniences,  tq  ensui*e  they  v/erG  in  good  condition  for  the 
next  Season.  This  work  v/as  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1968,  and  it 
is  hoped  the  benefit  v/ill  be  reaped  next  year.  The  attendants  again 
did  a very  good  job  of  maintaining  these  conveniences  in  a clean 
condition  throughout  the  Season. 

INSPECTION  OF  I/iE;\T  _ OTt®. 

Inspections  of  foods  were  carried  out  in  various  shops'  and 
Wholesale  Y/arehouses  in  the  district.  As  a result  3Q  certificates  were 
issued  for  various  types  of  food  during  the  year.  A charge  of  2/-  is 
made  for  each  certificate  and  whilst  this  charge  acts  as  a deterrent 
for  mis-use  of  this  service  it  is  possible  that  occasionally  goods  are 
offered  for  sale  v/hen  they  are  damaged  to  the  extent  to  make  the 
contents  questionable.  It  is  only  when  there  are  three  or  four  cans 
from  the  same,  manufacturer  that  it  is  worthwhile  for  the  shopkeeper  or 
v/holesal.er  to  pay  the  surrender  certificate  fee. 
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FOOD  AIJD  DRUG-S  . ACT._J^^3 

An  additional  effort  V7as  made  during  the  course  of  the  year 
to  carry  out  inspections  on  shops,  cai'^s,  and  hotels.  The 
general  standard  ’.;as  acceptable  but  it  is  felt  that  as  a result  of 
the  inspections  carried  out  improvements  vvore  made  generally  with 
regard  to  food  handling  and  storage. 

It  was  unfortunately  necessary  to  institute  proceedings 
against  one  hotel  where  the  management  failed  to  cooperate  in 
carrying  out  necessary  works.  The  case  v;as  heard  before  Cromer 
Magistrates  and  the  Council  were  successful .in  their  prosecution. 

Samples  were  taken  of  Softa  Freeze  type  ice  cream  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratoiy.  These  proved  to  be 
G-rade  1,  v/hich  is  highly  satisfactory, 

Yfhilst  it  is  reported  the  standard  is  generally  satisfactory 
this  must  give  no  case  for  complacency  for  in  a tov/n  such  as 
Cromer  where  a large  amount  of  seasonal  staff  is  employed, 
continual  vigilance  is  necessary  if  the  high  standard  of  hygiene 
demanded  by  the  general  public  is  to  be  maintained  during  the 
busy  periods.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

Both  the  main  all-the-year-roua4j pumping  station  at  Metton,  \/ith 
a potential  yield  of  72,000  gallons  per  hour  on  a l6  hour  day,  and  the 
Summer-only  supplementaxy  puuping  station  at  Roughton  Road,  v/ith  a 
potential  yiold  of  12,000  gallons  per  houi-  on  a l6  hour  day,  vorked 
satisfactorily.  Tho  East  Sui'folk  and  Norfolk  River  Authority  licensed 
the  tv/o  stations  under  the  Vlfator  Resources  Act,  19^3,  to  abstract 
240,000,000  gallons,  and  15,000,000  gallons  per  year,  from  the  respective 
sources. 

In  the  Metton  station,  it  v/as  found  that  No.  1 Borehole  pump  v;as 
gradually  losing  efficiency,  measured  in  November,  196?,  as  a Gfo  drop, 
but  our  Engineers  recomniended  no  action  at  this  stage,-  as  there  v:as  no 
vibration  on  the  shaft.  The  multistage  surface  pumps  were  dismantled 
for  inspection  by  the  Insurance  Company,  and  overhauled  as  necess;.iry 
by  the  Engineers,  Y/ear  and  tear  damage  was  slight  considering  the 
pump  had  had  10  years  continuous  service  v;ithout  overhaul.  The  staffing 
of  this  station  wa.s  very  satisfactory.  Repairs  to  the  pumphouse  are 
still  outstanding.

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Treatment  of  the  borehole  \;ater  produced  from  the  chalk  strata 
consists  of  Chlorination  and  ’Calgon'  Threshold  Treatment.  The 
water  is  not  liable  to  any  pluint*^- solvent  action.  Eight  samples 
v/ere  sent  during  the  year  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Norwich 
for  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  results  were  very  satisfactory 
in  every  case.  Chemical  analysis  of  both  sources  of  water.,, were  also 
undertaken  in  July,  196?,  and  the  details  were  given  in  a previous 
Annual  Report, 

There  is  a piped  supply  amounting  to  32  miles  of  water  mains 
throughout  the  vdiole  of  the  Cromer  water  District,  which  includes 
the  parishes  of  Runtpn  and  Over strand,  and  parts  of  the  parishes  of 
Aylmerton,  Felbrigg^  Northrepps,  and  Rougliton.  Normal  maintenance 
was  carried  out  to  the  system  by  the  Dei^ai-tment , and  the  principal 
extensions  to  the  mains  were  made  in  the  vjirio.us  new  housing  estates. 
New  Water  Agreements  were  entered  into  in  respect  of  Tuck’s  Extension, 
Clifton  Park,  Cromer.  It  was  therefore  a very  busy  year  v/ith  regsr'd 
to  the  laying  of  ne\/  mains,  tappings,  and  services  to  nev;  properties.
